Highlight the July 4 Celehratiou 


Recycling, Police Coverage 
Concern GEAC Members

Members of the Greenbelt East Advisory Coalition (Ge- 
AC) reported on progress on several continuing issues at 
their June 7 meeting. Recycling, Sunrise, police coverage and 
the Greenbrook Lake were discussed. 

Recycling wrote to the residents of Green- 

Sheldon Goldberg reported on brook Village at the request of 


several city and county public 
hearings where a number of 
questions about the county’s role 
in recycling were answered. Of 
particular interest to GEAC 
members was whether the coun¬ 
ty’s program would collect from 
multi-family units. The answer 
is that townhouses will be cov¬ 
ered but not “apartments,” 
whether rental units or condo¬ 
miniums. 

Owners of rental units must 
submit a recycling plan to the 
county by the middle of 1991, 
with the plan taking effect in 
1992, The county as yet lacks 
the capacity to collect and re¬ 
cycle materials from large multi¬ 
family developments. Hunting 
Ridge is taking part in the coun¬ 
ty’s two-part pilot recycling pro¬ 
gram. 

Communities that do not cur¬ 
rently receive city trash service 
will not be covered in whichever 
plan the city adopts, whether 
city-run or county-run. Each 
community wo^’^^ n^ed to de¬ 
termine whether their private 
hauler wants to establish a re¬ 
cycling program. The hauler for 
most of the communities has 
been contacted and is not inter¬ 
ested in recycling. Charlotte Mac- 
Adams urged that the boards of 
all of the GEJAC communities 
write to the county expressing 
their interest in taking nart in 
the county recycling program. 

Sunrise 

James Foy, GEAC Chair and 
member of the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board, reported on the 
Sunrise property, linger the S*‘c- 
tional Map Amendment, county 
council approved R-18-C zoning 
for the property, which permits 
about 20 condominium units per 
acre. In order to retain the old 
zoning, the developer needed to 
have footings installed by 11:30 
p.m. May 1. According to Foy, 
City Manager James K. Giese 
visited the site and found no 
footings, but on May 3 found 
newly poured footings. The 
county’s attorney is evaluating 
the issue. 

GEAC members discussed 
whether their request for an ad¬ 
ditional police officer to patrol 
in the East was addressed under 
the new budget. Five new offi¬ 
cers will form a narcotics en¬ 
forcement unit. While endorsing 
the need for such a unit, the 
members did not feel that their 
request for additional neighbor¬ 
hood coverage had been met. 

Currently, when five officers 
are on patrol there is one in 
the East, one in Old Greenbelt, 
one in Springhill Lake and two 
roving. The sense of the meet¬ 
ing was that Foy should write 
a letter suggesting that one of 
the roving officers be assigned 
to patrol in the East, which leads 
the city in car thefts and has a 
large and growing square foot¬ 
age of both commercial and 
residential property. 

The Lake 

Foy presented a letter Giese 


city council providing informa¬ 
tion on the lake in Schrom Hills 
Park. He also shared a copy of 
the schedule for completion of 
the design and permitting process 
for the park. The plans are 
scheduled to be ready for bid by 
September 14. 

Edward Schilling of Windsor 
Green and Dorothy Pyles of 
Greenbriar expressed their con¬ 
cerns that the letter from Giese 
did not answer questions on what 
was supposed to be done, what 
was done and what needs to be 
done to get the lake built. Schil¬ 
ling took particular exception to 
the statement in Giese’s letter 
that “the Corns has taken the 
position that the estabiWd wet¬ 
lands must either be preserved 
or replaced. It was determined 
that it would not be possible to 
construct the six acre lake and 
est^^lish six more acres of wet¬ 
lands in the Greenbrook area.” 

The Corns has taken no such 
nosition on the lake, Schilling 
maintained. He also noted the 
“masterful use of the passive 
voice” through -■'•blch no one is 
given responsibility for having 
“determined” that the lake 
“would not be possible.” Schil¬ 
ling planned to present council 
with comments from the Wind¬ 
sor Green Board on the letter and 
the lake situation. 

GEAC agreed that Foy should 
attempt to find out, from the 
city, county or Corps, what is 
going on and what needs to be 
done. 

Other Issues 

GEAC discussed the study be¬ 
ing done by a city consultant on 
hiker/biker trails throughout the 
city, including the extent of the 
proposed trail system and the 
composition of individual trails. 
Will it be a perimeter trail or 
tie into interior trails within the 
individual communities? iho 
trails be dirt, chip, asphalt or 
some other material? Will the 
trails provide an easy bicycle 
commute to the Metro station? 
No action was taken, pending 
completion of the city’s study. 

The problems with fire-retard¬ 
ant plywood, used for roofs in 
some of the communities, was 
also discussed, althrough not 
strictly a GEAC concern. Gold¬ 
berg noted that Windsor Green 
had invited a lawyer to speak 
after their annual meeting on 
June 14 to talk about what can 
be done. There may be a pos¬ 
sibility of joining a pending class 
action suit, Greenbrook Village 
has established an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee on the issue and can pro¬ 
vide information for affected 
homeowners. 

The July meeting of GEAC has 
been rescheduled from the first 
Thursday (July 5) to July 12 to 
avoid interference with holiday 
plans. That meeting will be held 
in the Greenbriar community 
center at 7:30 p.m.

The fireworks, 
once again purchased from the 
Zambelli Company, will last about 
a half hour. 

The Greenbelt Concert Band 
will commence the July 4 fes¬ 
tivities at 7 p.m. on the lake park 
bandstand. Conductor John Del 
Homme, will lead the 60-piece 
band in patriotic tunes such as 
“America”, “Over There”, “Amer¬ 
ica the Beautiful”, and the re¬ 
quisite “1812 Overture” by Tchai¬ 
kovsky to signal the beginning 
of the fireworks display. This 
is Del Homme’s 21st season with 
the band. 

In case of rain, the fireworks 
will be rescheduled for the next 
available clear night. The concert 
will not be rescheduled.

The Springhill Lake Fountain 
Lodge kicks off the Independence 
Day celebrations by hosting an

Centerway Reconstruction 
To Affect Parking, Trees 

Work has begun on the con¬ 
struction of Centerway. The 
work will include sidewalk re¬ 
placement, street reconstruction, 
and reconfiguration of the west¬ 
ern entrance to Centerway and 
the west parking lot.. The city 
expects that the contractor will 
complete the project by Labor 
Day. 

Because the contractor cannot 
reset the sidewalk without dam¬ 
aging the root systems of the 
sycamore trees currently lining 
Centerway, the trees will be re¬ 
moved. When the project is com¬ 
plete, new London Plane (re¬ 
lated to the sycamore) trees will 
be planted. These trees are 
greener and more resistant to 
disease than the sycamore. An 
irrigation system will be installed 
to ensure that the trees remain 
healthy. 

The contractor, NZI Construc¬ 
tion, will construct plywood side¬ 
walks to Centerway stores while 
the sidewalks are torn up. R®«i- 
dents should expect half of the 
Centerway parking spaces will 
be unavailable at any given time.

Firecrackers, bottle rockets 
and other fireworks, especially 
sparklers, are illegal in Prince 
Georges County. Being in pos¬ 
session of them can result in 
confiscation of the items, or 
arrest, according to Lt. Michael 
Craddock of the Greenbelt Police 
Department. Alcoholic beverages 
are also prohibited in the park. 

A dozen officers will patrol 
the lake park at all times “to 
maintain peace and order” said 
Craddock. 

After the fireworks, Crescent 
Road up to Kenilworth Avenue 
will be temporarily shut down in 
order to allow people out of the 
park.

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Metro Schedules Change 
For the July 4 Holiday 

The Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority (WMA- 
TA) has announced transit sched¬ 
ules for the July 4 holiday. 
Metrorail service will operate 
from 8 a.m. Wednesday, July 4, 
to 1 a.m. Thursday, July 5. Met- 
robus service will operate on a 
special Saturday schedule with 
additional service from eight 
downtown bus staging areas after 
the fireworks display. 

If the July 4 fireworks display 
on the Mall is postponed until 
July 5 because of inclement 
weather, transit schedules will be 
adjusted July 5 to accommodate 
expected crowds. 

Fares will be 75 cents per 
trip with exact change required. 
Rail fares will be collected in 
barrels. Transfers between Met- 
robus and Metrorail will be free. 
Parking at all transit authority- 
operated lots will be free. Sen¬ 
iors and disabled rfders with 
valid WMATA ID cards will pay 
25 cents per trip. Flash passes 
will be accepted. 

For their own safety, all Met- 
robus and Metrorail passengers 
should wear shoes, and not carry 
glass containers, oversize or open 
coolers, hand carts and dangerous 
articles that could become haz¬ 
ards to themselves or other rid¬ 
ers. Passengers who do not com¬ 
ply with these safety guidelines 
may be denied entry to the Met¬ 
rorail system. It is against the 
law to eat, drink or smoke in 
stations or aboard buses and 
trains. Parents with strollers 
should plan to use the elevators 
instead of escalators. 

To get to and from the fire¬ 
works display, passengers should 
take advantage of all the down¬ 
town stations, and avoid using 
the Smithsonian and Federal Tri¬ 
angle stations, which are usually 
very crowded. Passengers should 
avoid transferring between Met¬ 
rorail lines, if at all possible. 
Trains and buses can move ap¬ 
proximately 100,000 passengers 
an hour. If crowds are very large, 
it will take several hours to clear 
the Mall.
